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At the Jan. 31 public meeting there were maps and charts and lots of information on 
the state’s Iron Belle Trail walking/biking path that will be cutting through Van Buren 
Township. The trail starts at Belle Isle and ends at Iron Mounting in the Upper Peninsula. 


Possible routes through VBT for Iron 
Belle Trail discussed with public

A possible route for the Iron Belle 
Trail through Van Buren Township was 
explained to a crowd that gathered Jan. 31 
at the Commons at Belleville High School. 

The session, put on by Van Buren 
Township, was planned to have the 
public walk around and look at maps and 
pictures and ask questions of PEA, Inc. 
representatives. 

PEA is a landscape architectural firm that 
has done several links in the Iron Belle 
Trail and was hired by VBT to work out a 
trail through the township. 

But, as the crowd grew and the questions 
multiplied, Sam Loball of PEA said 
they decided it would be better to have 
everyone sit down and have a presentation 
and discussion as a group. 

The Iron Belle Trail goes from Belle Isle 
in Detroit to Iron Mountain in the Upper 
Peninsula and communities along the 
route are working on links. The Iron Belle 
is 2,000 miles long and the longest state- 
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designated trail in the nation. It is divided 
into a cyclist trail and a hiker trail. 

The path PEA proposed for VBT, started 
at the Lower Huron Metropark entrance at 
Haggerty and E. Huron River Drive. The 
10’ wide hard-surfaced hiking/biking trail 
would go across E. Huron River Drive 
north on Haggerty to the abandoned road 
bridge over the Huron River, south of the 
French Landing Dam. Then the path would 
head out on Edison Lake Road along 
Sandy’s Marina and out to E. Huron River 
Drive heading west to Edgemont Street 
in the City of Belleville, where the path 
would cease and hikers/bikers would use 
the city sidewalks to get to W. Huron River 
Drive and eventually the path again to the 
Washtenaw County link at Rawsonville 
Road. 

Although there are separate hiking and 
biking routes for the trail in the state, 
Loball said in Southeastern Michigan there 
is hiking and biking on both routes. 

He said in VBT it is difficult because the

Sumpter opts out of 
having marijuana 
businesses in twp. 


At Tuesday’s regular meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees, 
the board voted 5-2 to opt out of having 
Marijuana as a business in the township. 

Before that vote the board also voted 5-2 
against setting up 23 marijuana facilities in 
Sumpter. 

The two in favor of having the new Medical 
Marijuana Facilities Act (MMFLA) and the 
23 facilities were Treasurer Peggy Morgan 
and Trustee Sheena Barnes. 

Trustee Barnes had been on the 
township’s fact-finding committee that has 
been meeting since November. She was 
tasked with deciding how many MMFLA 
facilities the township should allow. She 
gave an intensive report and reportedly 
spent $1,600 out of her own pocket to get 
information to report to the committee. 

Treasurer Morgan was not on the 
committee, but she gathered information 
on MMFLA and firmly supported Sumpter 
opting in. She gave a long report on 
Tuesday before the voting began, hoping 
to influence the outcome. 

The City of Belleville and Van Buren 
Township have already announced they 
were opting out of the MMFLA. 

Those in the standing-room-only crowd 
that were opposed to opting in breathed a 
sigh of relief after the votes, but most of 
those present left in disappointment. 

Several people in the township said they 
had hoped to use their property to make a 
lot of money and give jobs to local people.

In 2014 the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees in conjunction with 
the Southeastern Michigan Council of 
Governments developed a strategic plan 
for the township which remains in place 
today.

Conversations then commenced with the 
Secretary of State branch and the US. 
Postal Service Address Management. Clerk 
Wright was informed that residents could, 
indeed, indicate Van Buren Township on 
their license as well as their mail if the 
township provided the entire street index 
to the Postal Service Director of Address 
Management for updating. The street index 
was submitted last year and the process 
was completed. 

We wish to inform the residents of Van 
Buren Township that no action on your 
part is required. At the time you renew 
your driver’s license or state identification 
your address will automatically be updated 
to Van Buren Township, MI 48111. If you 
choose, you may also make this change 
at any time prior to renewal. For mailing 
purposes you may use Van Buren Township 
or Belleville as your return address 
although we encourage our residents to 
make this change. 

The change will not have any direct 
bearing on the legal description used 
on recorded documents such as warrant 
deeds, land contracts or quit claim deeds. 
If you place on-line orders you may also 
experience autofill of Van Buren Township 
when entering your street address and 
the zip code 48111. The post office has 
assured the township that residents and 
businesses will receive all mail using the 
zip code 48111 regardless of the Belleville, 
Sumpter, or Van Buren municipal address. 

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees is committed to moving the 
township forward. The street index 
correction willhelp generate demographical 
data independent from our neighboring 
communities of Belleville and Sumpter 
and assist in further developing us as the 
premier community we have become.

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School Board considers what to do with four vacant school properties

At Monday’s regular meeting the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
discussed four vacant properties it owns, 
what they are worth, and how it would 
be nice to own the 10 acres behind St. 
Anthony Catholic Church, next to the high 
school. 

Plante Moran CRESA provided maps, 
zoning, and value of the properties, with 
vacant land being estimated as being worth 
about $26,889 per acre. 

The list included: 

e 19.84 acres on Denton Road, Canton 
Township, zoned R-1, Single Family 
Residential, estimated value of $533,478; 

e 31.52 acres at 17601 Elwell Road, 
Sumpter Township, zoned AG - 
Agricultural, estimated value of $847,541; 

e 10.93 acres on Morton Taylor Road, 
Van Buren Township, zoned R1B, Single 
Family Residential, estimated value of 
$279,377; and 

e 8.56 acres in West Willow, Ypsilanti 
Township, zoned R-5  One-Family 
Residential, estimated value, $230,170. 

They also got information on about 
10 acres of St. Anthony’s property 
in Belleville, zoned R-1 One-Family 
Residential, estimated value of $268,890. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said people 
have shown interest in buying some of the 
properties. 

James Williams, director of buildings 
and grounds, said they will have the 
appraisals they have ordered in March and 
a small group will sit down to review the 
information and make a recommendation 
to the board. 

He said the district also will have 
appraisals of property with buildings 
owned by the district. 

Board Treasurer Susan Featheringill said 
if the school district owns the property no 
taxes are paid, but if houses are built on it 
there would be taxes and students to come 
to the district’s schools. 

“At one point there was talk about buying 
the St. Anthony property,” Supt. Kudlak 
said. “The roadway would then be ours. 
They are very gracious and will let us use 
it for the robotics event. It could be made 
into a practice field. 

“We’ll narrow details down to get closer 
to whether we want to buy or sell,” Kudlak 
said. 

A board member suggested selling West 
Willow and with the money received 


buying the St. Anthony property. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved purchase of two, 71-passenger 
conventional school buses at a total cost 
of $195,590 from Hoekstra through the 
MSBO/MAPT Bus Purchase Program. 
Shareen Barker, director of finance, said 
there was $199,664 left in the approved 
bus purchase line item for this school 
year and no used buses with the district’s 
specification were available. These will 
be delivered in March. Barker said a bus’s 
recommended life span is eight years for 
the type of territory this district transports 
within and more than half the district fleet 
was built in 2008 or before; 

e Approved a May 9-10 motor coach / 
ferry trip to Mackinaw City/Mackinac 
Island for about 200 fifth-grade Owen 
Intermediate students. Cost to students is 
$269 each; 

e Removed until the next meeting the 
Van Buren Township request for bus 
transportation for its summer camp 
program; 

¢ Heard an update from student Bradley 
Williams and mentor Vic DeLibera on the 
robotics team competition that will bring 
an estimated 1,000 team members, plus 
their families, to the high school March 
22-24. The BHS culinary arts students, 
in their chef outfits, will provide food for 
the VIP lounge. DeLibera said the event is 
being funded by the community and, “We 
could use volunteers to set up and tear 
down.” There is no admission charge for 
the public to watch the competition. “This 
is a huge undertaking,” Supt. Kudlak said. 
“We really want to make this a community 
event.” Board president Keith Johnston 
asked if robotics team members could get 
varsity letters and Kudlak said he would 
look into it; 

e Watched the Van Buren Civic Fund 
representatives present a check for $8,275 
to the New Tech Media Studio students 
and their teacher. It will buy five iMacs, 
three Nikon cameras and the students will 
prepare a marketing plan for the Van Buren 
Civic Fund; 

e Watched a presentation by eight Owen 
Intermediate School students, as part of its 
annual presentation to the board; 

e Heard Kudlak give a presentation on 
the Michigan Education Finance Study 
that showed it costs $9,590 base cost per 
student to assure every child in Michigan 
can meet the academic state standards. He

said Michigan was eighth in the country 
at one point and now is dead last. “The 
funding model is broken,” he said. He 
said the Van Buren base now is $7,779 per 
student. The study also showed more funds 
are needed for students who have English 
as a second language, at-risk students, 
students with disabilities, and career tech 
students. Also recommended is universal 
preschool for all three and four year olds 
at a cost of $14,155 per student. None 
of this includes transportation, he said. 
He asked everyone to contact their local 


representatives in Lansing to encourage 
a whole new funding model to be put in 
place for education; 

e Heard Barker announce that they are 
shooting for a March 1 refund day for the 
employees who had 3% of their salaries 
held back in error; and 

e Heard Abdul Madyun, human resources 
director, announce he is holding three 
open meetings on insurance on Thursday, 
Feb. 15: at 9 a.m. in the Transportation 
Department, and at 3 p.m. and 4:30 p.m. in 
the BHS auditorium. 


Public forum: Should VBPS start 
classes before Labor Day?

About 70 people attended Monday’s 
public forum at Belleville High School to 
give their opinions on a proposal to start 
classes before Labor Day. 

Twenty-two statements were made both 
in favor and against the proposal brought 
before them by School Supt. Pete Kudlak. 

He said current state law says students 
cannot start before Labor Day, but the 
state allows waivers and Van Buren Public 
Schools applied for and received initial 
approval for a three-year waiver. The 
district doesn’t have to use it, he said. 

He said a district has to apply before a 
decision is made and this forum was part 
of the process. 

Supt. Kudlak said the district had an on- 
line survey on the subject and there were 


303 respondents, which is 68% of the 
parents, and they were 71% “not in favor” 
of the idea. 
Kudlak said on Facebook it looked like 
100% were against it. 
He said 59.4% of the teachers were in

favor and if you just counted 7-12 grade 
teachers, 70% were in favor. 

At the end of the 40-minute meeting, 
Kudlak invited those with questions or 
comments to contact him at pkudlak@ 
vanburenschools.net . 

In explaining the proposal, Supt. Kudlak 
said the state requires 180 school days 
and 1,098 hours of instruction and with 
the requirement to start after Labor Day 
there are very few options for the school 
calendar. 

He said the summer is long and students 
regress during this time. He said the teachers 
play catch-up for most of September and 
an option would be to shorten the summer. 

Also, the school year is long and students 
get burnt out. An option would be to build 
in additional breaks during the school year, 
like a week off in February.

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It is difficult to keep students engaged in 
June and an option would be to end school 
earlier in June than the present June 14, he 
said. 

Parents pointed out this year the students 
will still be in school as Strawberry Festival 
starts in Belleville. 

Kudlak also said Career Tech students, 
about 100, miss out on instruction because 
where they attend, William D. Ford in 
Wayne/Westland, starts early. 

Kudlak pointed out, however, that Band 
Camp has always been the second to the last 
week of August and more than 300 students 
and staff attend. Also, sports practices and 
games would have to be changed from 
during the day to after school. 

Kudlak said the next step would be to 
discuss the forum and survey results with 
union leadership. 

Teacher union president Marcus Hosman 
said last year 38% of the school districts 
had waivers.

Sumpter Township 
board hears proposal 
for ‘Green Farm’

Leen Kakos planned to give a proposal to 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
at the end of the Jan. 23 meeting during 
the open-floor part of the session. But, 
Supervisor John Morgan suggested she 
speak at the end of the work/study session 
before the regular meeting began. 

Kakos said Sumpter Collective, LLC, has 
owned 17 acres of Agriculturally zoned 
property for more than 11 years at 23157 
Karr Road in Sumpter. Although she didn’t 
say “marijuana” and some of the audience 
members were confused about her subject, 
that’s what the proposal was about. 

Sumpter Collective is interested in 
setting up the property as a “Green Farm” 
for cultivation with a state-of-the-art 
system full of fully enclosed greenhouses. 
There will be perimeter fencing, advanced 
security cameras and systems, she said. 
There also will be a security gate that must 
be passed to enter the cultivation area. 
They plan to push the Green Farm back 
from the frontage of the property by at least 
three acres to conceal it from public view. 

She said having all the greenhouses on 
one property will help control the “smell”

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factor in an enclosed area, on large acreage, 
that is far from people’s homes and the 
main road. 

“We would install commercial-grade 
air-scrubbers as to ensure that there are 
no leaks in smell,” she said in the packet 
of information she distributed to board 
members. She was accompanied by her 
attorney Randy Richardville, a former state 
legislator. 

She said the company, Construction Pros, 
owned by her and her husband Steven 
Kakos, has been 100% successful in all 
growing operations that have been built. 
The construction company builds grow 
houses for those licensed as caregivers, 
like he is. 

Steven Kakos of Bloomfield Township 
was quoted in a Nov. 8 Oakland Press 
article about the state’s first education 
session in Novi for medical marijuana. 
Leen Kakos provided copies of that story 
to members of the township board. 

She said the greenhouse setup would have 
five Class A units in row one, five Class B 
units in row two, and five Class C units in 
row three. Placing all of the licensees in 
the same Green Farm has many benefits 
and allows the township to keep a closer 
eye and minimize risks and security issues 
involving cultivation. 

This proposal would put all the marijuana 
cultivation facilities proposed for Sumpter 
Township at the marijuana fact finding 
committee in one location. 

Sumpter has yet to decide if it will opt in 
or out of the Michigan Medical Marijuana 
Facilities Licensing Act. The subject is 
expected to be on the Feb. 13 meeting of 
the township board. 

In other business at the Jan. 23 meeting, 
the board:

At its regular meeting Feb. 8, the 
Sumpter Township Planning Commission 
reelected its officers for another year of 
leadership. 

The commission unanimously reelected 
Jane Stalmack as chairman, James Clark 
as co-chairman, and Virginia Belinski as 
secretary. 

During its 34-minute meeting, the 
commission discussed details of the 
proposed master plan being put together by 
Zoning Administrator Christopher Atkin, 


of Carlisle/Wortman in Ann Arbor. 
Although commissioners studied a draft, 
Atkin said he was not comfortable handing 
out the future land use part yet, about what 
the township would like in the future. He 
said Sumpter had Hamlet and Hamlet 
Transitionary designations and he took out 
those commercial nodes, based on input 
from the commission and public comment. 
He said he pretty much left what was there 
now. He left Residential in the northwest 
area and took out the Commercial nodes in 
Industrial. He also condensed the Mobile 
Home Parks area based on fewer residents,

Atkin said this is a rough draft and he will 
add the implementation plan, surveys, and 
more maps for the next meeting. 

He said the Agricultural zoning minimum 
now is one acre and he asked commission 
members if they wanted to increase that 
to five, ten, or more acres, to preserve the 
Agricultural identity of the community. 

Commissioner Jay Bardell said he 
thought it should be at least 2.5 acres, since 
that’s what you need to have for chickens. 
Atkin said you get 250 chickens on three 
acres and you need another quarter acre if 
you want one more chicken, 251. 
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“You'll see the informational part by the 
next meeting, with additional maps,” Atkin 
said of the draft plan. 

Atkin said, based on the state act, 
there must be a public hearing and the 
master plan disseminated to surrounding 
communities and utilities for 63 days for 
input. Then it goes back to the planning 
commission for consideration of the input 
and a recommendation to the township 
board which makes the final decision on 
adoption. 

Atkin said the road commission wants to 
get its information in the plan, but it is the 
commission’s discretion on that.

township is all built up and they are forced 
to work with road rights of way. 

Loball said on E. Huron River Drive, 
the homes are close to the road and the 
residents are not happy about the route. 

He suggested they could use the ITC 
electrical power lines easement to go back 
to the railroad and use the railroad right of 
way for the trail, 

But, he said, Norfolk and Southern will 
not allow use of its right of way. He said 
they are investigating the project with 
Norfolk and Southern anyway, but because 
of the liability the railroad wants no part 
of it. 

Loball said another idea was to develop 
an easement on the backs of the properties 
along E. Huron River Drive, just north of 
the railroad right of way. He said just 15’ is 
needed from the homeowners. 

Joe Monte said where he lives on the 
curve is dangerous and mailboxes, a fire 
hydrant and tree have been hit by motorists. 
His wife Karen said when pulling out into 
traffic from their drive, sometimes they 
have to pull back in to get out of the way of 
cars that speed around the curve. 

Residents suggested a route that leaves 
the Metropark at Bemis Road, goes west 
to the ITC power lines and then north to 
just beyond Hull Road and then over to 
Martinsville Road and north to Riggs 
Park. Then the route would head west to 
Belleville on E. Huron River Drive. 

Loball said that route would miss some 
of the “cool stuff” along the lake, including 
crossing the river on the old bridge. 

One resident said VBT Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said the route was supposed to 
be on the North I-94 Service Drive. She 
said he told her originally the plan was to 
take the bridge to the North Service Drive 
and then to Haggerty Road south to the 
Metropark. 

Loball said that was never a part of any 
plan he heard of. 

Jennifer Wright, VBT Director of Parks 
and Recreation, said people wanted more 
sidewalks along Huron River Drive and it 
is the more scenic route. 

A resident asked how they had proposed to 
get over E. Huron River Drive from Edison 
Lake Road and a PEA representative said 
there is some undeveloped land by the 
railroad at that point and they could get an 
easement at the backs of the properties. 

Loball said he thinks bicyclists would go 
straight across and make a dirt trail through 
people’s front yards because it would be a 


more direct route. 

When asked who would maintain the 
trail, Wright said township parks crews 
would remove the trash. 

VBT Trustee Sherry Frazier asked about 
snow and leaves and Loball said some 
communities don’t remove snow. 

Trustee Frazier said there would be 
liability if someone broke a leg. 

Another person said the Metroparks 
don’t maintain their trail and have signs to 
that effect. He said it doesn’t seem to be a 
problem. 

Monte asked who would make the final 
decision on the route and Loball said the 
township board would make that decision. 

Loball said some communities are having 
difficulties making that decision because 
they have worse problems than VBT. 

“It sounds like people are pro trail, but 
it’s the route we have to agree on,” Loball 
said. 

He said the next step is to write grants 
to the DNR Trust Fund and Michigan 
Department of Transportation. He said 
there is money available. 

Wright said the township has to apply for 
funds. It got $30,000 to hire PEA. She said 
they did apply once before and got turned 
down. But now the township is applying to 
the Trust Fund and the application is due in 
April. It’s a slow process, she said. 

She said this is Gov. Snyder’s project and 
with his term almost being up, it makes 
you wonder. 

Loball said they are talking to Wayne 
County and some of the ditches and drains 
proposed are not to their standards. He said 
the road right of way is 33’ from the center 
line and goes up to 60’. 

He said there is some drainage work to 
be done in the City of Belleville and they 
could write the grant to cover the township 
and the city. 

“I thought we got the grant to pay PEA to 
tell us where to go,” Frazier said. 

“We came up with a lot of challenges,” 
Loball said. “We brought it to the DNR and 
VBT and we’re looking at big ideas.” 

Frazier asked about the biggest problems. 

Loball said the path is planned for 10’ 
wide, but it may have to be 6’ in some 
places which doesn’t comply with the state 
plan for biking paths. He said they have to 
identify where they need easements. The 
plan didn’t allow for any ditch, so they will 
have to add underground drainage and a 
curb. 

He said maybe a 6’ path would leave 
room for a shallow swale and to build some 
type of underground drainage so they don’t 
need a curb. For a curb, they would have to

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rebuild the road, which is too much. 

He said it is a significant cost to repair 
asphalt or concrete and some paths are 
crushed limestone. 

“This trail has challenges,” he said, 
adding if it is only 6’ wide it does not meet 
trail standards for bikes, so there would 
be no grants for that. It would only be for 
walking. He said bikes can legally ride in 
the street. 

They had planned to have the path 10’ 
wide in Riggs Park and then go back to 6’ 
when it leaves the park. 

Loball said they could have a push-button 
stop light to get cyclists over Haggerty 
Road. He said some want the path to go 
over to French Landing Park, as well. 

He said some of the land along Sandy’s 
Marina is being used, so it will be a tight 
squeeze. 

“Where do we go from here?” Wright 
asked. 

“We’re done with our work,” Loball said. 


“Next is a contractual issue. The township 
is interested in getting a grant by April 1 
... Right now it’s all about contracts and 
money. We needed the public hearing today 
as part of our work. Community impact is a 
valuable tool. 

“We keep going and going until it’s 
built,” he said. 

He said if they apply in April, they won’t 
hear back until late fall or next year. The 
end of next year it might start. 

Frazier said earlier that day she went to 
a DNR workshop on grants and loans. She 
said the township could get a $100,000 
loan and then get a grant for $100,000 and 
pay it off. 

A woman said they could use money 
from the landfill. 

Wright said there are other grants out 
there that she will be pursuing. 

Loball said a TAP grant pays off the DNR 
loan and you don’t pay a dime.

Court Watching: 
Jury finds Kenneth 


Landstrom guilty of two 
misdemeanor counts

Kenneth Joseph Landstrom of Van 
Buren Township was found guilty by a 
34th District Court jury of one count of 
lying to a police officer and one count of 
contributing to the delinquency of a minor, 
both misdemeanors. 

He had been charged with three counts 
of lying to police, but two charges were 
dropped, leaving just the charge of lying 
to Van Buren Township Police Lt. Kenneth 
Floro. 

He also had been charged with lying to 
VBT Officer David Champagne and Set.

The trial was held on Feb. 9 before Judge 
Brian A. Oakley. 

Landstrom was sent to the district court’s 
probation department for a presentence 
report and recommendation for the judge 
who will do the sentencing in the future.

Wood’s co-defendant on the same charges, 
Alexandria Sharon Rich, 24, has a jury trial 
set for March 8 before Judge Lawrence 
Stuart Talon.

Terence Montez White 

Terence Montez White, 31, was bound 
over to circuit court on separate charges 
from Van Buren Township and Romulus 
after a preliminary exam before Judge 
Oakley. He is charged with felonious 
assault, possession of a weapon by a felon, 
weapons felony firearm, and domestic 
violence on Dec. 30 in Van Buren Township. 
He also is charged with assaulting / resisting 
/ obstructing a police officer in Romulus on 
March 7. White is lodged on $100,000/10% 
bond and also being held on a violation 
of probation charge from earlier separate 
charges. 

VBT Police Officer William Bettendorf 
testified he was dispatched to 9104 
Parkwood during the daytime on Dec. 30 
to investigate two subjects shooting at each 
other in front of the address. Sgt. Smith 
searched a vehicle. Officer Hayes located a 
weapon in a snowbank. Officer Bettendorf 
said he knocked on the door and a woman, 
Ebony Brown, gave him permission to 
come in and look around for victims or 
suspects. He said he found another male 
upstairs with children, a long gun with 
a black case in the upstairs closet, and a 
stack of credit cards on the dresser. He said 
Brown said he could look anywhere, but he 
didn’t put that in his report. 

VBT Police Officer David Champagne 
was the next witness. He said he was told 
around 1:30 p.m. that people were shooting 
at each other in the parking lot. He said 
Detective Jeff Stanton directed him to 
stay at the residence until he returned with 
a search warrant, which he did and the 
residence was searched. 

He testified there was a 12-gauge shotgun 
in the closet and a black nylon case with 
five magazines, three of which were loaded. 
There were a lot of other things upstairs, 
including pill bottles. 

Det. Stanton testified that while no police 
officer saw White on that day, he personally 
knew of the defendant from an ongoing 
investigation into White working with 
another unit. 

He said Sgt. Shultz pointed out FTDs 
(financial transaction devices) and a 
Michigan ID card for White, as well as 
a medical pill bottle for Terence White. 
There also was a wallet with White’s Social 
Security card in it, a court notice from 34th 
District Court to White at his Beverly Street 
address in Romulus. 

Det. Stanton said a photo was thumbtacked 
to the wall of the bedroom and White was 
in the photo. 

Romulus Police Officer Joseph Ashley 
testified that on March 7, he made a traffic 
stop and White was the passenger. He 
said he told White to put his hands on the 
dashboard and stay in the car until he could 


put the driver with a suspended license in 
his squad car. But, White ran off, he said. 

Court appointed defense attorney Susan 
Rock argued that in the Romulus case her 
client didn’t do anything illegal and the 
officer just made it up that he told him to 
wait. She said that wasn’t in the police 
report that was written last March. 

In the VBT case, she said her client was 
never seen entering the Parkwood address 
and no proof he had possession of a shotgun. 
She said there was no lease or utility bills to 
prove he lived there and, “There’s nothing 
to establish he was in that bedroom.” 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Amanda McRae made a motion to bind 
over White to the higher court and Judge 
Oakley agreed it was for a tryer of fact 
to decide. He is scheduled to be at circuit 
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court for an arraignment on the information 
on Feb. 14. 

White co-defendant on the VBT charges, 
Hyleah Cherie-Ciscle Clark, 30, is charged 
with domestic violence on Dec. 30 and she 
is yet to be arrested. 

Derek Williams-Ryan Jones 

The probable cause conference for 
Derek Williams-Ryan Jones, 26, was 
adjourned until Feb. 21. He is charged 
with possession of a weapon by a felon x3, 
carrying a concealed weapon x3, weapons- 
felony firearm x3, and driving while 
license suspended in Sumpter Township 
on Jan. 29.

VBT Planning Commission 
approves change to Menard plan

A minor modification to the Menard 
site plan for 10010 Belleville Road was 
unanimously approved by the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission at its 
regular meeting Jan. 24. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development, said the change 
doubles the size of the mezzanine, adds 
several windows on the north end of the 
front facade for daylight, and adds an 
exterior stairwell at the north end for a fire 
escape. There is an elevator in the building. 

Director Akers said the changes meet the 
side yard setback and so he recommended 
they be approved. 

Akers said Menard has not given a firm 
opening date, but said it would be late 
March or April. Akers said it could be May. 

In other business at the 24-minute 
meeting, the commission: 

e Discussed a proposal from Chris 
Madigan, planning and economic 
development intern, to runa survey to gauge 
public opinion on short-term rentals in 
VBT. The survey would be made available 
to the public through the township, social 
media pages, and various other forms, 
including a paper version. At its Aug. 9 
meeting, Madigan gave commissioners 
a presentation on short-term rentals and 
their potential impact on VBT. Following 
the presentation, commissioners discussed 
whether some form of regulation of 
short-term rentals was appropriate in the 


township and said they would like public 
input on the topic. When commission 
members showed support for the survey, 
Akers said they plan to put it out for 30 
days and then report the results back to the 
commission; 

e Discussed a proposed Planning and 
Zoning Seminar put on by township 
planning consultant Patrick Sloan of 
McKenna Associates and inviting the 
planners in Sumpter Township and 
the City of Belleville. He said at the 
discretion of the commission, they could 
invite other interested parties including 
the township board of trustees, township 
staff, elected and appointed officials from 
other communities, non-profits, township 
businesses, and members of the public. His 
fee for the seminar is $950 and includes 
his preparation time, handouts, and the 
seminar itself. The training is expected 
to last three or four hours, but may be 
adjusted. “The more training the better,” 
agreed planning commissioner Medina 
Atchinson. Commission chairwoman 
Carol Thompson asked Akers to look at 
proposed dates and he suggested a possible 
meeting on a Thursday. Both Sumpter and 
Belleville planning commissions meet on 
the second Thursday of each month; and 

e Heard Sloan give a brief Master Plan 
update, noting the subcommittee hasn’t 
met yet, but Michael Deem of McKenna is 
working on it and will report back to them 
in a few months.
